@isadvantages of his early years, instead of harden- 


the habit of cordial sympathy with those who were 
left, like himself, orphans. Ready in his aid to all 
such as the various. relations of a large family circle 
threw upon‘his protection, he discharged the trust 
with more than seropulous fidelity,with an active and 
earnest interest in their behalf. 
In bis private relations, the charm of a gentle"and 
unfailing courtesy, a rare patience under every trial, 
Christian fortitude, and a cheerfulness which sur- 
ted all circumstances, made him a universal fa- 
vorite, yet without the sacrifice of individual opinion 
or character. 

The physician's maxim, that no one ever accepts a 
new idea after forty years of age, so commonly ap- 
plicable as to be a proverb, was discredited in him. 
Even in his later years, he was among the first to 
welcome the Temperance Reformation. The young- 
est never excelled him in willing sacrifice to its re- 
quirements. He rose easily above the prejudices of 
his time and class, when the first note of the Anti- 
Slavery movement was sounded, devoting his influ- 
ence and means unreservedly toitsservice. Neither 
the loss of friends, nor popular odium, nor personal 
danger, moved him from his purpose, He and his 
late son were almost the only, if not the only, mer 
cantile house in the country, which sacrificed a 
profitable Southern business to their deep conviction 
of the sin of slavery. It was left for one of the 
oldest of Our merchants to set an example of rare in- 
tegrity, which no one in the vigor of life has been 
able to imitate. Keenly alive to suffering about him, 
systematically benevolent, he yet remeinbered, with 
far-sighted wisdom, those great principles, which, 
buffeting now with popular dislike, must depend for 
ultimate success on the devoted support ofa few 
earnest and enlightened men. Self-made, enterpri- 
sing, benevolent, disinterested, welcoming with sin- 
cere religious purpose every new light on the path 
of duty, an old man, yet in the van of the world of 
new ideas, he has ‘come to his grave ina full age, 
like as a shock of corn cometh in his season.’ Among 
those who have done honor to our city, coming time 
will cherish no name more dearly than his, as borne 
by those who have been nobly faithful to unpopular

Chureh, in the course of a conversation between | 
several members of that body, concerning the dis- 
cussion then in progress upon the subject of slavery. 
It is not pretended that the laneuage is given with 
exactness, but the thoughts are identical. His name | 
is not given, for the same reason that his speech be- | 
fore the Assembly was not reported ; because he af- 
firmed it to be necessary for his personal satety atthe 
South, that such sentiments should not appear as 
having been uttered by him. 

Several of our Southern brethren, said he, have 
told you in the course of their speeches, that’ you 
Northern men know nothing ubout slavery as it ac- | 
tually exists at the South—you, they say, are not the 
persons to condemn it, becatise you ure toa very | 
great éxtent ignorant of its real nature. This is a! 
fact. You have very imperfect ideas about it. You’ 
cannot know what it is, without spending years in| 
the midst of it. I have a perfect knowledge of the! 
waole system. I was born in the South, educated 
there, and there Ehuve always lived; for 1 never 
set foot out ofa slave State until lcame to this meet- | 
ing of the Assembly. Having always lived among 
it, I know it to be a system of unmingled wicked- 
ness, and the more you know of its real mature, the 
more you will hate it, I could relate incidents that 
fellunder my own observation, that would make 
your blood boil, and fill you with’ horror. The 
brethren tell you the truth, when they sey you do 
not know it, and I pray God you never may.

LOSS OF THE STEAMBOAT ATLANTIC. 


MELANCHOLY LOSS OF LIFE. 


The loss of this magnificent steamer is confirmed, 
and we have to perform the melancholy duty of re- 
cording the loss of many, valuable lives, including 
that of Captain Dustan. 

The passengers for the Atlantic left Boston at 
half past five o'clock on Wedvesday afternoon, and 
reached Allyn's Point at half past eleven, 2. M 
The Atlantic left New London for New York be- 
tween twelve and one o clock on Thursday morning, 
and when about nine miles outside the light house, 
the steam pipe ranning into the steam chimney 


The steamer was immediately anchored, and hap- 
pily remained fast throughout that dark and stormy 
night; and when daylight broke, she was still abreast 
shore. 

"To ease her, the steam pipco were Mise wur aways 
next the prlot-house, and then the bulk-heads, so as 


| here were about one hundred and,twenty per- 

isons on board in all, including passengers, officers

| The confusion incident to the disabling of the 
| steamer in a perfect hurricane, rendering her entire-

| fering to the passengers, all the fires having been ex- 
) tinguished on Thursday morning. As the boat con-

strike.
